TASC Program Support for Sun'aq Tribe of Kodiak

The EPA Headquarters Technical Assistance for Communities (TASC) Program project regarding the U.S. Coast Guard
(USCG) Kodiak Resource Conservation and Recovery Act (RCRA) site has concluded. This project provided technical
assistance to the Sun’aq Tribe and the Kodiak Alaskan Native Community in understanding the current state of
environmental exposure and risk related to the site, and will be the first TASC Program project in Alaska. The
contractor's (SKEO Solutions) activities included: independently reviewing data and reports related to contamination at
three solid waste management units at the site; working with the Sun’aq Tribe of Kodiak to identify subsistence activities
that could be impacted by contamination in Inner Women’s Bay; preparing two “culturally appropriate” fact sheets
summarizing the available data and implications for tribal fish consumption; and holding one community meeting in August
2012 to discuss the findings and answer questions. Debra Sherbina (R10 Community Involvement Coordinator), Jan
Palumbo (R10 USCG Kodiak RCRA site Project Lead), and Katherine Brown (R10 Southcentral Alaska Tribal

Coordinator) provided technical assistance to the contractor.
